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Council Discusses SMA Hearing; 
Approves Contract for Indoor Pool

At its January 22 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council received a request to 
devote a portion of the city’s 
property tax revenue to the 
fire department, approved 
the purchase of a structure 
for the indoor pool and dis¬ 
cussed the coming County 
Council Sectional Map. Am¬ 
endment hearing. 

On February 13, the county, 
sitting: as the district council, will 
hold a hearing on the proposed 
Sectional Map Amendment at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 
If approved, the SMA will set 
property zonings to agree with 
the land use plans laid out in 
the approved Langley Park-Col¬ 
lege Park-Greenbelt Master Plan. 
Rick Meetre petitioned council to 
make citizens aware of the hear¬ 
ing. 

Meetre was most concerned 

about the A, H, Smith property, 
located between Greenbelt Road 
and the Metro station site. He 
noted that according to the SMA 
hook, the district council direct¬ 
ed Park and Planning staff to 
prepare a Transit District Over¬ 
lay (TDO) for the property “to 
enhance the development oppor¬ 
tunities in the vicinity of the 
transit station.” 

The district council also en¬ 
couraged the owners to prepare 
an MXT proposal for the site. 


COUNTY COUNCIL 
HEARING ON SMA, 
FEBRUARY 13 

The Prince Georges County 
Council, sitting as the District 
Council, will hold a public 
hearing on Tuesday, February 
13, on the Sectional Map 
Amendment (SMA) for the 
Langley Park-College Park- 
Greenbelt planning areas. The 
hearing will he held in the El¬ 
eanor Roosevelt Senior High 
School auditorium at 7 p.m. 

The SMA will implement 
the rezoning recommendations 
of the Master Plan for the 
three planning areas. The 
plan was adopted by the Dis¬ 
trict Council on October 31. 
1989. 

Copies of the SMA are av¬ 
ailable at no cost at the Muni¬ 
cipal Building and at the 
Greenbelt library. The county 
requests that persons wishing 
to speak register in advance 
by calling the Office of the 
Clerk and Council at 952-3600 
(TDD-925-5167). There is a 
five-mihute limit on testimo¬ 
ny, Persons may also register 
at the hearing if time per¬ 
mits. The record will be kept 
open for 15 calendar days fol¬ 
lowing the hearing. 


Current zoning is industrial. Re¬ 
cently the tract has been a fre¬ 
quent subject of discussion in re¬ 
lation to the Metro rail yard. 
Metro has rejected the Smith 
property as a site for the yard 
because of cost and environmen¬ 
tal considerations. Many citizens 
have disputed Metro’s environ¬ 
mental arguments, saying that 
the sand and gravel operation 
has heavily damaged the Smith 
property wetlands. They argue 
that the wetland on the planned 
yard site are of much higher 
quality. Mayor Pro Tern Thom¬ 
as X. White feared that land re¬ 
jected by Miitro because of wet¬ 
lands concerns would later be¬ 
come developable. 

Giese said that the county’s 
adoption of the SMA will not 
rezone the property. Instead, it 
will create a TDO which City 
Solicitor Robert Manzi noted was 
designed for areas around Metro 
stations. Such zones limit park¬ 
ing to force people to use mass 
transit, not private cars, to reach 
the site. Other restrictions are 
also imposed on the development. 

Manzi said that the TDO is 
probably the best the city can 
hope for, providing the greatest 
opportunity to influence develop¬ 
ment. He agreed that council 


Update - Metro Yards

Bill Schultz of the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service 
(F&W) said at city council’s De¬ 
cember 18, 1989 meeting that the 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority (WMATA) 
had convinced the Corps of Eng¬ 
ineers, Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) and F&W that the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC) land is the only 
practicable site for the Metro 
Service and Inspection Yards 
(News Review, Dec. 28, 1989). 
The property is located east of 
the CSXT railroad tracks between 
po-ifoi Beltway and Sunny- 
side Avenue. 

Although WMATA had filed an 
application for filling wetlands 
on the BARC site in mid-1988, 
the Corps, EPA and F&W would 
not approve the permit. Instead 
the agencies pressed WMATA 
to conduct further studies on al¬ 
ternative yard locations with 
special emphasis on delineating 
wetlands anH aW'Kng and mini¬ 
mizing their impacts, 

WMATA complied and a report 
was completed in March 1989 
covering 20 yard alternatives on 
nine sites (News Review, Dec. 
14, 1989). The A. H. SmHh in¬ 
dustrial tract, located south of 
the Metro Station, north of 
Greenbelt Road and east of the 
CSXT tracks, was among the 
sites evaluated. 

Schultz told the News Review 
last Monday that “while not dis¬ 
agreeing that the wetlands on 


should continue to oppose MXT, 
wliich would give the city little 
opportunity to comment on pro¬ 
posed development. 

Swim Structure 

Council gave final approval to 
a resolution authorizing the ne¬ 
gotiated purchase of an alumi¬ 
num building for the indoor pool. 
Later, council approved the ac¬ 
tual purchase, for $439,000. Ac¬ 
cording to Giese, this price is 
approximately 20% below budget. 
The contract will be void if the 
city does not accept any general 
contractor’s bid for the remain¬ 
ing pool work. The manufacturer 
of the aluminum building, Struc¬ 
tures Unlimited, has agreed to 
honor the contract price for one 
year, provided the city awards 
a pool contract by May 31. This 
contract could not be let com¬ 
petitively because the city could 
find only one manufacturer who 
can provide it. 

Other Actions 

The Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad 
asked council to allocate one cent 
of the city’s property tax to the 
department. A similar request by 
the department in 1988 was not 
granted by council. This petition 
will be discussed in a work ses¬ 
sion on February 27. 


the BARC site are more valuable 
than those on the A, H. Smith 
tract, there would be more of an 
overall environmental impact to 
the Smith property because of 
the size of the wetlands and 
floodplain that would require fill¬ 
ing and the need for extensive 
channelization of Indian Creek.” 

According to the March 1989 
WMATA report, the BARC yard 
site would disturb 20 acres of 
wetlands and 21.20 acres of 100- 
year floodplain. It would also re¬ 
quire 6,000 cubic yards of fill 
material for the floodplain and 
100 linear feet of stream chan¬ 
nelization to Indian Creek. (De¬ 
sign changes since the report was 
compiled have reduced these to¬ 
tals.) The report notes that the 
A. H. Smith yard site would dis¬ 
turb 62.60 acres of wetlands and 
65.14 acres of 100-year floodplain. 
It would require 201,000 cubic 
yards of fill material for the 
floodplain and 4,750 linear feet 
of channelization to Indian Creek. 

An issue still needing resolu¬ 
tion, Schultz said, is the size of 
the Metro turn-around loop on 
the yards. The Corps, EPA and 
F&W, he noted, agree that the 
planned 400-foot radius is un¬ 
acceptable. Reducing the radius 
to 350 feet or 300 feet would 
lessen the impact to the wetlands 
from 16 acres to less than 10 or 
6 acres respectively. 

WMATA says that a smaller 
track radius increases the like¬ 
lihood of train derailment. Costs 
of rail and wheel replacement 
would also be increased.

CitizensQueryCityCouncil 
On Lake Park Plan Status

The Lake Park Master Plan and the new picnic shelters 
were the topics of some discussion at the January 22 city 
council meeting. During the petitions and request period, 
Resa Jascourt, vice president of the Lakeside Citizens 
Association, asked the status of the Lake Park Master 
Plan. She reminded council that they had agreed to hire 
a consultant to develop the plan. Her request was referred 
to staff for comment. 


Giese reported that the con¬ 
sultant’s proposal involved a much 
higher cost than expected. Staff 
will be seeking additional direc¬ 
tion from council at a January 
29 work session. 

Later in the meeting, council 
considered a letter from the Lake¬ 
side Citizens Association express¬ 
ing concern that the city was 
proceeding with the “develop¬ 
ment” of the park prior to adop¬ 
tion of the master plan. At issue 
was the replacement of the wood¬ 
en “ship” in the playground 
with “a gaudy contraption made 
of brightly-painted metal” and the 
construction of wooden shelters 
on the north side of the path. 

In his written comments, Giese 
said that because of deterioration, 
the ship had become a safety 
hazard. The new equipment is 
in line with current styles in 
play equipment and should be 
less subject to vandalism and de¬ 
terioration than wooden equip¬ 
ment. He argued that the re¬ 
placement of deteriorated equip¬ 
ment does not constitute develop¬ 
ment of the park. 

Shelters 

Giese said that staff, 
with good intentions, installed the 
new shelters while replacing de¬ 
teriorated structures. He said 
that this was don$ without his 
knowledge and, had he known, 
he would not have approved the 
new structures, 

Bram saw little reason for con¬ 
cern: “I’m having a difficult time 
having a problem with the addi¬ 
tion of three shelters.’ While not 
denying the need for a master 
plan, she saw no problem with 
such small amenities. 

Need a Plan 

White saw a larger problem 
with the master plan issue. He 
said that without a master plan, 
ad hoc projects will just happen. 
He cited the shelters, pathways 


near the bus stops across the 
street and the playground equip¬ 
ment as examples of such un¬ 
planned development. He urged 
that the city not undertake any 
projects not directly related to 
safety until council adopts a mas¬ 
ter plan. He cautioned that if 
council is not careful, “one of 
these days we’re going to wake 
up and there’ll be a gazebo 
there,” 

Giese argued that the lake park 
has been on hold for the entire 
time he has been city manager. 
In the spirit of keening council 
informed, he noted that the pub¬ 
lic works crews have installed 
a couple of bird houses at the 
park.

Corps told the News Review that, 

in addition to tightening the 
loop, the agencies are “looking 
at other ways to use the BARC 
site while minimizing the im¬ 
pacts.” He noted that the site 
is considered the “most practi¬ 
cable” for the yards. 

In accordance with Corps of 
Engineers regulations, each acre 
of wetlands ultimately used will 
be replaced with two acres. The 
Corps, EPA, F&W and other 
appropriate agencies will review 
WMATA’s conceptual miti^^on 
plan. Three sites have been iden¬ 
tified—two on BARC property 
and the third on the Patuxent 
Wildlife Refuge.

Prehistoric Site 

To the Editor: 

Much has been said and writ¬ 
ten about the “wetlands"’ condi¬ 
tion in the BARC and Smith 
property areas. However, the 
status of the archeological aspects 
or the prehistoric sites in the area 
have not been addressed in pub¬ 
lic. 

I am speaking of Prehistoric 
Site 18 PR 96 on the BARC 
property, which is evaluated in 
“Archeological Evaluation of the 
Greenbelt Storage Yard” Final 
Report, August 1988, prepared 
for the Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority. The re¬ 
port’s recommendation was that 
“First it is appropriate to seek 
an official determination of Na¬ 
tional Register eligibility for Site 
18 PR 96; then if the property 
is determined to be significant, 
a plan for mitigation of adverse 
effects should be developed in 
consultation with the (Maryland) 
SHPO.” I am not aware of the 
results of either, 

I recorded this site in the 
early 1970’s with the Maryland 
State .Archeologist, and copy of 
the report, including field notes, 
was given to the Operations Of¬ 
ficer, Mr. Almond, at the re¬ 
search center. All artifacts sur¬ 
face-collected there were donated 
to the State of Maryland. Photos 
of significant artifacts are con¬ 
tained in the archeological re¬ 
port. They were instrumental in 
identifying the site as the Early 
Archaic Period—8,000 BC. The 
report does not address other 
nearby sites, but there is a ring 
of prehistoric sites around the 
edge of the ancient lake ar>a, 
and I fear that they too will be 
destroyed by man in years to 
come. 

Site 18 PR 96 is priceless. In¬ 
dian Creek received its name from 
Qur early settlers who recognized 
the significance of the area. Lit¬ 
tle effort has been made to 
serve and protect these ancient 
lands and artifacts in the Indian 
Creek complex. 

The Metro storage-service- 
switching area will destroy this 
prehistoric site located in the 
wetlands. The need to relocate 
to the north, or to the south 
wetlands in the Smith property, 
is obvious.

Protect Valuable Wetlands 

To the Editor; 

1 was very disappointed when 
I read the January 4 News Re¬ 
view editorial about the place¬ 
ment of the Metro train yard 
entitled “Metro: No More Delay.” 
Having researched this issue, I 
found many inaccuracies in the 
editorial. The editorial argues 
that “WMATA has reviewed 
many alternate sites in lengthy 
reviews and public hearings over 
many years.” In truth, there was 
only one public hearing on the 
Metro Green Line in the 1980’s 
(Nov. 1985). A detailed News 
Review article reporting on that 
public hearing includes one brief 
comment that a train yard would 
be located “north of the bait- 
way.” It does not mention use 
of government-owned agricultural 
research property for a train 
yard. The first report of prelimi¬ 
nary plans to use BARC property 
for a train yard was in 1987. 
The earliest article reporting that 
construction of the train yard 
would result in the loss of*Vet-~ 
lands on BARC property was in 
September 1988 at which time 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) strongly protest¬ 
ed the plan. In conclusion, recent 
claims by Metro officials and 
statements in the News Review 
editorial are not substantiated by 
the record. 

The editorial argues, as do 
Metro officials, that completion 
of the Metro station will reduce 
air pollution. However, develop¬ 
ing hundreds of acres from ereen 
space into parking lots, shopping 
centers, office buildings, hotels 
and train storage yards is going 
to add to our pollution, not re¬ 
duce it. In addition, fossil fuels 
are burned to create the elec¬ 
tricity needed to power the Metro 
trains. Therefore, the air pollu¬ 
tion argument should not be used 
as a reason to sacrifice wetlands 
and green space on BARC prop¬ 
erty. 

The editorial states that “The 
damaged wetlands and flood- 
plain (referring to A. H. Smith 
property) that WMATA was not 
permitted to use should be simi¬ 
larly off limits to commercial 
development.” First of all, none 
of tiie agencies involved in the 
train yard issue (Corps of Engi¬ 
neers,* EPA) ever said that 
WMATA was not permitted to 
use this land. In fact, it was 
WMATA that rejected the A. H. 
Smith site. 

In addition, Green A, Jones, 
Director of the Environmental 
Service Division of the EP A 
“proposed studying an alterna¬ 
tive that nlaces both the station 
and Service and Inspection Yard 
between Greenbelt Road and the 
Beltway” (News Review. Sept.

22, 1988). In his 1988 letter to 
the Corps of Engineers, Green 
states that, “This unstudied al¬ 
ternative could have a direct link 
to the Beltway and minimize im¬ 
pacts into wetlands by utilizing 
highly disturbed land that is cur¬ 
rently occupied by auto salvage 
operations, a sand and gravel 
operation and vacant land.” Also 
according to experts in this field, 
^development is not necessarily 
prohibited in a floodplain, rathe* 
the developer only needs to make 
provis ; ons to prevent worsening 
a potential flood by his develop¬ 
ment. It should also be noted that 
most of tire < *w«tlancte’ r on the 
Smith property are in reality 
gravel pit having no ecological 
value. 

Although I am a strong sup¬ 
porter of Metro and mass tran¬ 
sit in general. I am left to won¬ 
der why WMATA would choose 
to place the train yard on an ec¬ 
ologically valuable wetlands when 
even the “EPA contends that 
practicable alternatives exist for 
this project that would reduce the 
impact to wetlands.” I hel>ev a 
reopening this issue for public 
input is in the best interest of 
Greenbelt and will in no w*v 
delay construction of the Metro 
Station.

Editor’s Note; “Wetlands” as ap¬ 
plied to inland, non-tidal areas 
is a relatively new term and 
concept in environmental policy. 
Prior to about 1988, the term 
“floodplain” was commonly used, 
loosely encompassing swamos and 
other damp areas as well as low- 
lying land which remained dry 
except during periods of flood¬ 
ing. A News Review article in 
November 1987 referred to im¬ 
pact of the Metrorail yard on 
“floodplain areas.” 

Mr. Roberts is ri~ht that our 
statement that WMATA was 
“not permitted to use” the A H. 
Smith property was misleading. 
After reviewing the W T MATA 
study, the Corns of Engineers, 
EPA and the Fish and Wildlife 
Service agreed that use of the 
BARC site would cause less en¬ 
vironmental damage than the 
Smith site.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

HELLO AGAIN ! ! 

In late model engine electronics and electronic ignition systems, 
as we know, engine temperature plays a very important role in 
proper operation of the system. The on-board computer makes its 
adjustments in regard to how hot the engine is and to what point 
it references it. If you take an electronic fuel injected engine sys¬ 
tem with a cold morning starting problem, the first thing to ana¬ 
lyze is the cooling sensor circuit, because this circuit tells the on 
board computer that the engine is cold and to supply extra fuel 
for good start up and drivability. 

This brings us to the engine thermostat. If this component is 
not operating correctly it will trick the on board computer to make 
improper adjustments for the actual engine condition. Example 
is if you have a partially stuck open thermostat it will take an 
abnormally long time to warm up the engine and in extreme colc^ 
weather it could take up to an hour of constant driving to fully 
warm up. When this occurs too much fuel is delivered to the en¬ 
gine and a rich fuel condition will occur and a driving problem 
will occur. Now the opposite can happen if a thermostat sticks 
closed and stops the flow of coolant. This will cause engine over¬ 
heating and a disaster can occur, so it's very important to keep pre¬ 
ventive maintenance in mind. When considering the thermostat, in 
most cases if the thermostat is over 1 year old it is time to replace 
the thermostat, for as inexpensive as it is, it sure can cause a 
whole lot of trouble. In some cases real big trouble. Is it W T orth 
It Most think it's not.
